Arti- 
ficial feet 1 have never made -for patients, 
although they would ho much easier than 
artificial hands.

you," said the physician, handing tho re- 
porter a red flap of soft rubber spatulated 
at one end -ike a beaver's tail and bearing

" What's that!" 
"That's an artificial soft palate. You 


know some people aro so unfortunate as to 
bo born with a cleft in the roof of luemouth, 
which interferes sadly with their speech. 
All sounds which depend upon the breath 
being excluded from the nose, like ' n ' nnd 
(m,' they are unable to pronounce. These 
sounds aro aallcd nasal, because they go 
through the nose. Look in the glass with 
your mouth wide open and you will seo a li> 
tie tongue dangling away back at the roof 
of tho mouth. 
This is the uvula, which 


is absent in tho cases of those who have cleft 
palates.' It helps in'swallowin™ as well as 
in speech. Now, this artiOcial uvula is not 
the natural shape, as you sec, but is thinned 
out and spread out like a fun at ono end. 
That is so that it may rest against tho 
muscles which would naturally, move tho 
palate. 
The other end of tho piece is 


riveted to a plate which is kept in the roof 
of tbo mouth cither by suction or by 
springs. 


"A queer thing about these cases of cleft 


palato is that tho perception of the proper 
sounds of letters dies out as tho man grows 
older. A child, in whose mouth an artificial 
palate is attached, soon learns to talk as 
naturally as people whose palates aro nov- 
roal. But those who havo passed middle 
life before they havo ono put in have, it is 
said, to learn a language like French, wheva 
tho great prevalence of nasal [sounds com- 
pel them to notice their importance. Only 
in that way do the}' learn to speak English 
properly. Talking about plates reminds 
mo," concluded the doctor, "of tho old- 
fashioned stylo of teeth. Before the ma- 
terial of which artificial teeth aro matlo 
was invented sets used to be carved out of 
what was called hippopotamus ivory. "Wlieu 
I was a young man— I can remember when 
there were only a dozen houses here— when 
I was a young man I used to gel from teeth 
for artificial plaLcs from tho old ludiau 
burying-pround. Tiic tooth 
were very 


sound, and I have known them to be in use 
Ior over thirty years without showing sigus 
of decay." ______

ster, Ga., then eighteen years of age, en- 
tered jis father's house, and, divesting him- 
self of his hat and clothes, dressed himself 
in tho "uniform of a Confederate soldier, in 
order to enter tho Southern army, in the 
meantime hanging the hat and clothes that 
ho onco woro upon a peg in his room.
